The dressing la made of two-thirds oil, 


one-third vinegar, with Ball, pepper and 
mustard as condiments.

Hurned corncob, If you have no 


charcoal, mixed with some wood ashes 
nnd a little salt, kept where the hot" 
can get It, is one of the best regulators 
that hojjs can be given to keep them In 
healthy condition. 'As to the manner 
of burning these cobs, one breeder says 
to dig a hole in the.ground five feet 
ileep, one foot in diameter at the bot- 
tom and five feet nt the top. using this 
hole us a clmrco.tl pit. Into this pit 
place some combustible matter and 
Ignite. To this gradually r.dtl dry corn- 
cobs until tlie pit is full. After the 
flamea linve thoroughly 
penetrated 


these cobs place over Ihe pit a sheet 
Iro'ii cover so as to exclude the air. If 
there are uny crevices around the edge 
. these shmild lw covered with soil. In 
thi! ronrso of ten or twelve hours the 
charcoal vrtH by rcaely for use. 
' This clmrcoal may be fed alone to 
hogs or mixed in Ihe following way; 
Six bushels of corncob charcoal, eight 
pounds of suit, two quarts of air slaked 
liiiie and oue. bushel of wood ashes. 
The charcoal should be broken up fine 
and these substances thoroughly mixed 
together. One writer adds to this mix- 
ture one and a quarter pounds of cop- 
peras, which he dissolves in hot water, 
afterward sprinkling this over tbe mix- 
ture. The mixture may then be fed to 
hogs at certain Intervals, or, what la 
better, it may be placed where the bogi 
may have free access to it at all time*.

Figures of the Panama Canal.

The value of the canal to the com- 


merce of the world can be readily un- 
derstood by auy girl or boy who will 
refer to a common map of 'tlie world. 
Both tbe United Stales, aud Europe 
will reap great beuellts from It. By 
tbe present route, steamers sailing from 
New York to Ban Francisco by way of 
tbe Strait of Magellan must cover norm 
13,090 mile*, Including tbe usual atop* 
required for coaling. Wheu the canal 
acroa* tbe Isthmus of Panama 
Is 


opened tbe distauce will be shortened 
to 6,294 mileo—a saving of nearly 8,001) 
miles.' Steamers bound from European 
ports would find almost equal advan- 
tage*. Tbeee sailing froorHarnburg to 
Ban Fran ciaco would have tbelr pres- 
ent route shortened by 5,6X8 mile*. 


*. Steamers selling from New York .to 
Australia aad New Zealand now go hy 
tbe way of Cape 'of. Good Hope. By 
going through tbe new canal tbl* route 
would be shortened between S,600 aud 
5,175 miles, according to tbe port they 
were bound for. Our ships from tbe 
Atlantic Seaboard must now pas* 
through the Suex Canal to reach China 
and Japan in tbe most direct way. 
Tbe total distance from New York to 
Yokohama, Japan, is 13,040 miles, and 
through tbe Panama Caual it would b* 
reduced to 10,088 miles. From New 
York to Shanghai, China, tbe saving 
in distance thiough tbe canal would 
amount to 1,339 miles. To the Orien- 
tal countries the having is thus uot so 
great as along our own coast cud to our 
Pacific Ocean poeseaeions, owing to the 
fact that China aud Japan are.nearly 
opposite us on the globe. But to Ha- 
waii there would be a distinct saving 
of 6,581 miles. 


Having in time aud distauce does not 


meau so much to sailing vessels, but it 
is v;ry important to ocean steamers. 
With coal »t three or four dollars per 
ton wholesale, tbe saving in money 
from a trip through the Panama Caual 
would quicKly mount up Into tbou- 
nnds of dollars. It is estimated that 
from New York to San Francisco the 
actual saving iu coal for the average 
freight steamer would'be $3,000. Tbe 
saving In time would be even more 
important. 
A steamer on this .line 


makes onlv alibut two round trips a 
year through the Strait of Magelliu, 
but through the Panama Canal at lesst 
five round trips a year probably could 
lie made.—From
